astonish those whoso idea of a largo tree has 
boon formed Croui what wo in Europe con- 
sider giact forest troos. 


"As wo ascend tho hills," says Temiant, 


4ltho bauyan« nnd a variety of figs make 
their appearance. They are tho thugs oil 
of tho vegetable world; for although not nec- 
essarily epiphytic, it may bo said that, in 
jjoiut of f;ict, no singlo treo comes to perfec- 
tion, or acquires oven partial development, 
without tho destruction of sonio other on 
'which to fix itself as its supporter. 


The family generally make their appear- 


anco as slender roots, hanging from tho 
crown or trunk of some other tree, generally 
(i palm, among tho moist bases of whose 
leaves tho hoed, carried thither by some- bird 
which had fed upon tho 
fig, 
begins to 


germinate. 
This root, 
branching as it 


descends, envelops tho trunk of tho support- 
ing treo with a network of wood, nnd at 
length, penotvating the ground, attains tho 
dimensions 
of 
a. stem; but, 
unlike 
a 


stem, it throws out no buds, loaves, or 
flowers. Tho true stem, with its branched, its 
foliage, nnd fruit springing upward from 
tho crowii of tho tree, whonco tho root is 
seon descending, and from its issuo tho 
pendulous rootlets, which on reaching tho 
earth fix themselves firmly and form tho 
marvelous growth for which tho banyan is 
BO colobrated. In tho dopth of this grove tho 
original treo is incarcerated till, literally 
strangled by tho folds and weight of its resist- 
less companion, it dies, and leaves tho fig in 
undisturbed possession of its place.' It is not 
unusual to find a flg tree in the forest which 
had been thus upborne till it became a stand- 
ard, now forming a, hollow cylinder, tho 
center of which was onco Oiled by the sus- 
taining tree."
